WASHINGTON — In an extraordinary 
and highly emotional day of Senate testi- 
mony, California psychology professor 
Christine Blasey Ford quietly recounted her 
“100 percent” certainty Thursday that 
Supreme Court nominee Brett Kavanaugh 
had sexually assaulted her when they were 
teenagers. He angrily declared he was “100 
percent certain” he did no such thing. 

They both said the event and the public 
controversy that has erupted 36 years later 
had altered their lives forever and for the 
worse — perhaps the only thing they agreed 
on during a long day of testimony that was a

Council to hold 
hearing about 
surveillance 
plane’s return

The Baltimore City Council’s public 
safety committee has agreed to hold a 
hearing next month about whether the city 
should authorize a surveillance plane to 
return to the city’s skies to film criminal 
activity. 

For more than a year, Ross McNutt, 
founder of Ohio-based Persistent Surveil- 
lance Systems, and his allies have been 
visiting community associations, churches, 
businesses and government agencies in 
Baltimore trying to build support for the 
surveillance, which ended in 2016 after its 
secret program was revealed. 

McNutt pointed to an FBI report this 
week that showed Baltimore had the 
highest murder rate of any American city 
last year as fresh evidence the plane is 
needed.

Lawyers plot defense 
for teens in cop death 


They seek to distance some of the accused from the scene

In the hours after Baltimore 
County police Officer Amy 
Caprio was fatally struck by a 
stolen Jeep in Perry Hall, detect- 
ives interviewed the teens ar- 
rested in connection with her 
death. 

“How did she get killed?” 
Darrell Ward, then 15, asks Detective Al 
Barton. “I didn’t come nowhere near the 
officer. I straight ran when I see her.” 

“It’s not on me? Derrick Matthews, 16, 
tells Barton in a separate interview. He 
says he left the house he and two other 
teens were burglarizing on Linwen Way 
and did not see the confrontation between 
Caprio and his co-defendant, Dawnta 
Harris, 16, who was driving the Jeep. 

Portions of the interviews were re- 
cently made available to The Baltimore 
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Sun for review, along with the 
officer’s body camera footage. 
They, along with recent court 
hearings and other interviews, 
reveal how some of the defend- 
ants are trying to distance them- 
selves from Caprio’s death as they 
prepare to stand trial early next 
year. 

Police say Ward, Matthews 
and Eugene Genius IV, then 17, 
were burglarizing homes in Perry Hall on 
May 21 when Harris, after being con- 
fronted by Caprio, struck her with a Jeep 
the teens had stolen earlier in the day. 
Caprio died at a hospital a short time later. 

All four teenagers were charged as 
adults with first-degree murder and other 
counts, and all are being held until trial. 
State law allows authorities to file murder 
charges against co-defendants in a crime 
in which someone is killed.
